Both boards weighed the pros and cons of 
remaining at a single tax rate or changing it to a double 
tax rate. Historically, the town has always had a single tax 
rate. 

Since 2009, the town's residential value has 
dropped 12 percent, which is normal in this market. 

"It is fairly consistent regionally'' said Assessor 
John Mello. 

With a split tax rate, the Selectmen said it would 
put a large burden on the town's commercial businesses, 
which is primarily in agriculture and only a small portion 
of the population. In other words, it wouldn't be worth it 
for such a small portion of the town's tax levy.

winds and rain, there was minimal coastal flooding. A 
widespread power outage had 25 percent of residents 
in the dark; however, power was quickly restored. The 
emergency shelter at the Sippican School was never 
opened to the public. 

Dawson also updated the Board on the status of 
both the repairs to the Marion History Museum and the 
outside lighting at the Marion Music Hall. Two bids were 
submitted for the Marion History Museum and Dawson 
was concerned about the discrepancy between the two 
submissions. 

According to Dawson, one bid was for $34,700 
and the other was for $96,000. He said they are currently 
looking into the bids with the insurance company and 
checking the references of the bidders to see which will be 
the best option. Dawson said he should be able to make 
a recommendation for a contract by the Board's next 
meeting. 

For the Music Hall lighting, the town received 
four bids ranging in price from roughly $66,000 to 
$86,000. Dawson said the bids have been turned over to 
the Music Hall Advisory Committee and they will make 
a recommendation to the Selectmen as to which bid is the 
most appropriate. All money will come from the Music 
Hall Fund for this project. 

The Board voted unanimously to keep the town's 
tax rating at a single rate as opposed to changing to a 
split rate. According to the Board of Assessors, who

There are two articles dealing with the purchase 
and acquisition of lands on Chapel Road and Acushnet 
Road, respectively. The land on Chapel Road (Article 
10) would require the acquisition of $125,000 from the 
Mattapoisett Community Preservation Fund to purchase 
land that the Town would then allow to be used by a 
nonprofit, charitable corporation or foundation, decided 
by the Board of Selectmen.

There are two Home Rule Petitions on the 
Warrant. 

If passed. Article Two would provide that the 
Town of Mattapoisett shall contribute 50 percent of the 
cost of the premium for group health insurance provided 
by the town. The article would apply to town employees 
hired after June 30, 2010. 

In addition, the article would allow for collective 
bargaining between the Town of Mattapoisett and any 
unions that may require the town to contribute 50 percent 
of the premium cost. 

Article Three, the second Home Rule Petition, 
seeks authorization to allow the Board of Selectmen 
to enjoin the General Court to allow the Town of 
Mattapoisett to directly appoint a full-time Harbormaster. 
Passage of the article, and approval from the state, would 
allow the Board of Selectmen to field candidates for the 
position, hold public hearings regarding their progress 
and the candidates, and draw up employment contracts 
for the new individual. The new Harbormaster would 
also be subject to fringe benefits and all conditions of 
employment. 

Horace Field, who currently serves as 
Harbormaster, would retain his position in full until such 
a time a new person is appointed to the job. 

If approved. Article Eight would accept the 
Tinkham Forest trail system, a series of passages over 
land owned by the Bay Club and Village 6, which allow 
access to the town-owned forest. The Board of Selectmen 
would be granted authority to discontinue use and 
control of previously used public ways. These roads 
include Sippican Trail, Solomon Road and Pine Island 
Way. 

Copies of the Town Warrant will be available 
on Monday at the Town Hall and on the town website.

Cumberland Farms Addressing Traffic Issues

The Marion Planning Board spoke w^ell of 
Cumberland Farms' work to address traffic flow issues 
and parking violations at their regular meeting on 
Monday, November 5.

Inside versus outside cats 

1 have a new kitten and I am trying to decide whether to let 
him out or to keep him as an inside cat. Any thoughts?

"We have met all the goals that were set for us for 
narrowing achievement gaps between the whole student 
body and minority subgroups/' said Dr. Rodgers. 

''Rochester Memorial is a very, very good 
school, but we want to continue and move on to great," 
said Frangos, as she compared national educational 
environment from the inception of George W. Bush's 
"No Child Left Behind" initiative, which set lofty and 
generalized goals for schools across the country. Many 
educators criticized the program as being too ambitious 
and too stringent.

the Obama administration, schools are finding more 
success in meeting what are seen to be more reasonable 
requirements than what were set down by the previous 
president. 

Rather than insist that schools meet specific 
targets by specific dates, the new system focuses on 
improvement rate of performance growth. 

''Student growth percentiles allow us to see how 
all students are performing across all percentiles. Growth 
tends to be more strongly correlated with quality of 
instruction,'' said Frangos. 

Overall, RMS decreased the amount of students 
"in warning" by more than 10 percent and increased 
the amount of students in the "advanced" status by 10 
percent or more. 

The scores as they stand now look promising, 
with positive growth in overall scores from third to sixth 
grade. Scores of lower income students have improved 
but the numbers for disabled students fell slightly. 

"Clearly we have some work to do with students 
with disabilities," said Rodgers, who mentioned the need 
to devise new ways to actively improve those scores. 

RMS students have performed admirably on the 
writing section of the test, with scores exceeding state 
averages in several categories. Though there were only 
two categories in the presentation where students scored 
below the state, Rodgers insisted that improving those 
numbers was just as important as celebrating the success

both academically and technically'' said Magauran. 

According to Dutch, the School Committee deals 
w^ith issues of school policy and financial management. 

''They control the finances and determine \yow 
much we can accomplish w^ith our budget," Dutch said. 

There are nine school committee members, two 
from Wareham, Bourne, Falmouth and Sandwich, and one 
from Marion. 

Years ago, the Tri-Town grappled with how and 
where to educate high school students in a vocational 
technical setting. 

Rochester and Mattapoisett joined a pact with 
Acushnet, Carver, Freetown and Lakeville and agreed 
that their students would attend Old Colony Vocational 
Technical High School in Rochester. 

Marion joined Wareham, Falmouth, Bourne and 
Sandwich and is part of the UCCRTS in Bourne. The 
UCCCRTS sits on 70 acres and has sweeping views of 
both the Bourne Bridge and the Railroad Bridge over 
the Cape Cod Canal. A brochure provided to potential 
students features a photo of the bridges with the slogan, 
"Your Bridge to the Future, Your Gateway to Success." 

Approximately 700 students attend the four- 
year high school. Of that total, the enrollment for Marion 
students is 23. 

"We want to get the word out on vocational 
education," said Magauran. "This is where the future is 
and where education is going ... the practical hands-on

Now RZA has 
co-written and directed (and Tarantino "presents'') The 
Man with the Iron Fists, an homage to thousands of hours 
of poorly-dubbed Asian action. He gets some blaxploita- 
tion in there, too — Pam Grier is even in it, briefly. This 
is almost the missing third chapter of Grindhouse, only 
without the fake splices. 

Probably my recounting the plot would make us 
both stupider. It has to do with the Lion Clan and some 
bad Lions who kill their leader and the good Lion who 
wants revenge and some gold the bad Lions want, and 
there's a brothel called the Pink Blossom run by Lucy 
Liu, and a beefy dude who can turn his flesh into brass, 
and a British soldier named Jack Knife (Russell Crowe) 
who ambles into the middle of all this and avails himself 
of whatever the Pink Blossom has to offer. There's also 
a blacksmith (RZA himself), a freed slave (the movie is 
set in the 19th century) who found himself in this village 
and makes weapons for bad guys so he can make enough 
money to get his girlfriend (Jamie Chung) off the Pink 
Blossom's payroll. 

We don't go to these things for the acting, but 
some of the performers — especially Rick Yune as the 
vengeful Lion — deliver their lines in an inert manner 
that seems to pay tribute to the terrible dubbing of old 
martial-arts films. Others fare better, like Byron Mann as 





the wicked Silver 
Lion, who looks 
and sometimes 
acts like Dave 
Chappelle play- 
ing Prince. Crowe 
and Liu have fun, 
and RZA salts the 
supporting cast 
with venerable 
old-timers like 

Gordon Liu (no relation) and Chen Kuan-tai. I also en- 
joyed "the Geminis," who escort the gold and who have 
joining swords that form the yin-yang symbol. The movie 
is undeniably colorful and action-packed, and gorier than 
a slaughterhouse floor. But something's missing. 

I don't doubt RZA's commitment to the genre, 
and he acquits himself smoothly enough as director — we 
always get a good look at what's happening in the fight 
scenes, which is always a plus. But Man with the Iron Fists 
leaves me feeling the same way Grindhouse did, and Hot 
Fuzz too. I know that RZA wanted to do his martial-arts 
film, and he's done it, and now he should move on; peo- 
ple with the talent to pay tribute to other people's movies 
should really focus on making original movies. What's 
missing, I think, is passion — not passion for old movies, 
which this film and Grindhouse have in abundance, but 
passion in general. For all its bloodletting and crazy action, 
the movie never really cuts loose. RZA never risks the 
excesses that sometimes made old chop-socky funny, and 
that Kung Faux lampooned so effectively. It feels like the 
work of a very serious student, not a master. 

Still, I'm curious what else RZA might have in his 
quiver. He has a good feel for narratives of injustice, to the 
point where he almost masochistically gives his own char- 
acter three movies' worth of heartache before he finally 
gets to become the hero of the title. The film is dynamical- 
ly scored, of course (by RZA and Howard Drossin). In the 
tiny subgenre of debuts by musicians-turned-directors. 
The Man with the Iron Fists ranks with Rob Zombie's House 
of 1000 Corpses — which was, maybe not coincidentally, 
another act of worship towards grindhouse cinema. If 
RZA has a Devil's Rejects in him as his second film, and if 
he can avoid remaking a classic, he stands a good chance 
of being a filmmaker to watch.
